INTENTIONAL OR NOT? 


Some readers are curious to know 

and so are we—-why newspapers 
of otherwise high reputation con- 
tinue to accept advertising from 
firms and individuals whose offers 
of plants or bulbs have brought 
them the criticism of better business 
bureaus and, even, charges of the 
Post Office Department. When nu- 
merous complaints have been made 
as to the methods and merchandise 
of such advertisers, it would secm 
that the protection of the public 
or that part of it included in the 
newspapers’ readers demanded 
some action. To the trade, such 
complaints would seem justifiable 
basis for discontinuance of the ad- 
vertising privilege. 

One nationally known newspaper 
of high rank replied recently to a 
reader’s inquiry in this regard that 
a question was involved as to “in- 
tent” to defraud, with the admission

that readers’ complaints and actions 
by the bodies mentioned above had 
caused careful attention to the mat- 
ter. 

The defense of such advertisers is, 
of course, that they give the buyers 
their money’s worth—for they do 
not pay much—and that full refunds 
are usually made with prompt ad- 
justment of complaints. 

The meaning of this is that the 
old, worn-out and outmoded prin- 
ciple of caveat emptor (let the buyer 
beware) applies to such transac- 
tions. The vocal complainants get 
their money back. What happens to 
the many other buyers who are dis- 
appointed and disgusted but say 
nothing about it? 

Those are the persons the trade is 
concerned about and who deserve 
the newspapers’ consideration. When 
disgusted in an initial transaction for 
a small sum, they are not likely to 
develop as buyers of horticultural 
products or as patrons of newspa- 
pers’ advertising columns. 

Reputable firms do business with 
the intention of so satisfying and 
pleasing the customer that he will 
buy again. Doubt of such intention 
should be the basis of judgment of 
doubtful advertisers, rather than a 
question of intent to defraud. 


DROUGHT WIDESPREAD 

Although newspaper accounts of 
the past summer’s drought have been 
concerned chiefly with the damage 
done in the southwest,.the dry 
weather over a wide area between 
the Rockies and the Atlantic was 
severe enough to curtail crop pro- 
duction in many nurseries. Some 
areas received adequate rainfall, but 
most of the large wholesale nurs- 
eries find they will not produce the 
grade sizes they expected on a con- 
siderable variety of trees and shrubs. 
Small stock may be left in the field 
for another year’s growth, while large 
sizes will probably be inadequate 
to meet the demand. 

The situation is unfortunate in a 
year when orders are heavy and sales 
are expected to keep to the top level 
of previous seasons insofar as mer- 
chandise is available. Because of the 
continued building boom and _ the 
heavy request for stock to plant 
about new homes, nurserymen gen- 
erally have maintained business at 
a high level. To do so in the season 
ahead, they will need adequate stock, 
which apparently will be had only 


in some items and sizes. 
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COMMON PLANT NAMES 


In retail catalogs and advertising, 
for ease of comprehension as well as 
pronunciation, common plant names 
are more generally employed than 
are the botanical, or Latin, names. In 
all probability, common names are 
satisfactory for the larger part of 
the gardening community, because 
the majority of retail buyers are in- 
terested in comparatively few items 
and those usually familiar in their 
locality. 

Trade lists are more likely to em- 
ploy the Latin names, as are the 
catalogs of specialists which circulate 
throughout the country and in other 
lands. There is good reason in this, 
for common names seldom have wide 
circulation, and the same plant may 
be known under a dozen or more 
common names in a dozen different 
areas in this wide country. 

While there is no reason why com- 
mon names should not suffice for a 
retail catalog if it is distributed lo- 
cally, the compilers of such catalogs 
should keep their eyes open to the 
possibility of confusion and, where 
there is room for doubt, append the 
Latin name somewhere in the de- 
scription so that the buyer need have 
no doubt as to what plant he can 
expect to receive. 

From time to time it is proposed 
that a list of common names be com- 
piled for cultivated plants. It may be 
remembered that in the second edi- 
tion of “Standardized Plant Names” 
attempt was made to select or to 
coin a common name for most of the 
plants listed therein, with sad _ re- 
sults. A recent poll was decidedly ad- 
verse to the need of a list of common 
plant names and especially of manu- 
factured common plant names. Ad- 
vanced gardeners can comprehend 
the Latin names, and no doubt the 
common names are good enough for 
the rest of the retail buyers.

The 37th annual convention of the 
Wisconsin Nurserymen’s Association, 
held at the Schroeder hotel, at Mil- 
waukee, December 2 to 4, drew good 
attendance despite heavy rain which 
made driving, particularly from up- 
state points, hazardous and unpleas- 
ant. The 1-day short course which 
preceded the regular convention ses- 
sions was attended by about 90 per- 
sons. Total convention attendance 
was 110. 

“More Profits for You” was the 
theme of the short course. David A. 
Bosley, extension specialist in flori- 
culture from the University of Wis- 
consin, who acted as chairman for 
the day, said that although nursery- 
men’s prices have increased little in 
the past decade, their costs have 
skyrocketed. He listed three ways in 
which profits can be increased de- 
spite this. They are by lowering 
costs, by increasing production and 
by increasing sales. All these angles 
were covered in the course. 

The first speaker, Dr. R. D. Shene- 
felt, of the department of entomolo- 
gy, University of Wisconsin, dis- 
cussed pest controls for nurserymen. 
Color slides showing pest damage in 
the state forestry nurseries revealed 
loss of plant stock had gone as high 
as 95 per cent in some evergreen 


beds. The first step for a nurseryman 
faced by such a problem, he said, is 
to identify the pest. The second step 
is to read on the subject. Third, the 
habits and life cycle of the insect in 
the locality should be learned 
Fourth, the source of infestation 
must be determined. Finally, control 
measures must be chosen. 

In the forestry nursery 11 species 
of insects, primarily white grubs and 
June beetles, were doing the damage 
When researchers found that June 
beetles flew as much as five miles in 
one night, the idea of spraying was 
given up. When adult insects were 
caged with branches of the ever- 
greens dipped in various insecticides, 
and this proved ineffective, it was 
decided that the adult beetle could 
not be controlled. 

Larvae were then raised under 
laboratory conditions to test the va- 
rious insecticides on them. When a 
number of materials proved effective, 
among them benzine hexachloride 
and Chlordane, tests were made to 
determine what effect these controls 
would have on the trees themselves. 
Dr. Shenefelt’s slides showed the 
results of these tests. 

Lead arsenate and benzine hexa- 
chloride produced injurious effects 
and could not safely be recommend-

ed. Chlordane, however, did not 
harm the plants, and, in fact, showed 
some stimulating effects 

It was found that Chlordane emul- 
sion used in an overhead sprinkling 
system worked well on the growing 
plants. For the preparation of seed 
beds, Chlordane dust worked into the 
bare soil was an effective preventive 
measure. Since this procedure was 
adopted, there have been no losses 
of treated trees 

A nurseryman must consider many 
factors when choosing an insecticide, 
according to Dr. Shenefelt. Among 
these are cost, effect on the plant, 
toxicity, compatibility, residual ac- 
tion, residue hazard, effect on the 
soil and hazard to the operator. He 
emphasized that each nurseryman 
must adapt the various recommenda- 
tions to his specific locality and 
situation. 

Chemical Weed Killers 

Second speaker of the day was D1 
L. G. Holm, of the University of 
Wisconsin department of horticul- 
ture, who has been experimenting 
with chemical killers. Not 
much is known, as yet, about weed 
control in nursery stock, said Dr 
Holm. The knowledge gained from

Honor California Hybridizer

One of the world’s leading hybrid- 
izers, Herbert C. Swim, head of the 
research department of Armstrong 
Nurseries, Ontario, Calif., was hon- 
ored for his achievements at a 
luncheon at the Los Angeles Statle1 
hotel, December 8, attended by more 
than 40 persons from the fields of 
horticulture, southern California 
business and the southland press. 

Formal presentation of the inter- 
national awards accorded his seed- 
ling rose, Mojave, were made to Mr. 
Swim by representatives of France 
and Switzerland during the short 


program after the luncheon. The 
event was arranged by his firm’s 
general manager, J. Awdry Arm- 


strong. 

The prized gold medal of France’s 
famed Bagatelle trials for 1953 was 
formally handed to Mr. Swim by 
Raoul Bertrand, consul general, 
while Dr. Walter Schmid, consul 
general for Switzerland, presented 
the Cup of Geneva in recognition of 
the sweep that was scored by Mojave 
in the international competition. 
This brilliant orange creation, an- 
other descendant of the fabulous 
Charlotte Armstrong rose, won the 
sole All-America award among the 
hybrid teas for 1954, to score one of 
the few “grand slams” in rose breed- 
ing history.

New Variety 
Of Raphiolepis 
Introduced in 

California 


By Maunsell Van Rensselaer 


On the Pacific coast, in the south- 
ern states and in other temperate 
regions abroad, several species and 
horticultural varieties of raphiolepis 
are commonly cultivated. This small 
genus of Oriental shrubs of the rose 
family is characterized by hand- 
some, glossy, evergreen leaves; at- 
tractive white to pinkish flowers 
borne in profusion in terminal pan- 
icles, and bluish-black, _ berrylike 
fruits. Species and varieties in culti- 
Raphiolepis indica, R 
indica rosea, R. umbellata, R. um- 
bellata ovata, R. delacouri and R. 
hybrida. R. umbellata is probably 
the hardiest of the group, though it 
cannot be grown in the north. Even 
on the Pacific coast it was severely 
damaged during the cold weather of 
1950 in the University of Washing- 


vation are 





ton Arboretum, at Seattle, accord- 
ing to Director Brian O. Mulligan. 
Near the coast in California all of 
these varieties do well in full sun, 
but prefer afternoon shade; in the 
warm interior regions, more protec- 
tion from the sun is necessary. They 
seem to be somewhat indifferent as 
to soil, but enjoy good drainage, 
frequent watering and _ occasional 
fertilizing. All are slow-growing and 
long-lived. 

Raphiolepis indica was introduced 
into cultivation in England in the 
early 1800’s. While this species is 
native to southeastern China and 
Indo-China, it was described from a 
garden specimen and was pictured 
in the Botanical Register for 1820. 
R. salicifolia and R. rubra, described 
also from cultivated material and

of crimson flowers. 
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pictured in the Botanical Registe1 
for the years 1822 to 1831, appear to 
be variants of R. indica. This spe- 
cies is usually three to four feet high, 
has white or pinkish flowers and 
elongate leaves which are acute or 
acuminate at the apex and crenate- 
serrate on the margins. R. umbellata 
R. japonica) was first cultivated in 
Europe in the early 1860's. It is a 
native of Japan, Korea and Formosa. 
its white flowers are somewhat 
larger than those of R. indica, and 
its ovate or obovate leaves are obtuse 
or rounded at the apex and are either 
entire or crenate-serrate. Normally 
it is a larger shrub than R. indica. 
R. umbellata ovata is a form with 
broadly obovate leaves. 


Raphiolepis Delacouri 


Raphiolepis delacouri is said to 
represent a cross between R. indica 
and R. umbellata made by M. Dela- 
cour at Cannes, France. According 
to the original description in Revue 
Horticole, 1900, this hybrid differs 
from the two parents in color and 
abundance of flowers. It is said to 
have rose-colored flowers which form 
dense panicles. R. delacouri is said 
to be a vigorous plant, displaying 
greater versatility in habit and hardi- 
ness than either R. indica or R. um- 
bellata. The exact characteristics of 
R. delacouri are not known with cer- 
tainty in California. It seems doubt- 
ful that there can be found here any 
of the vegetatively propagated prog- 
eny from the original French plant. 
Since plants grown here under the 
name R. delacouri are variable in 
several respects, it seems likely that 
some of them may be chance hybrids 
grown from seeds of R. indica when 
this species has been in close asso- 
ciation with R. umbellata: others 
may be variants of either species

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Horticultural Education via Television—The Finer Points of Grafting Being Explained 


The Propagator: Basis of Our Industry 


I have often thought that the plant 
propogator is more closely akin to 
the medical profession than to any 
other, for surprisingly similar quali- 
ties are required for both the good 
doctor and the good plantsman. A 
long and rigorous initial period of 
training followed by slow and some- 
times painful acquisition of knowl- 
edge through a lifetime devoted to 
his work are characteristic of both 
The comparison is even closer when 
one considers how much success may 
depend upon painstaking study and 
the careful consideration of all fac- 
tors before a diagnosis is given and 
treatment prescribed. In both profes- 
sions it is attention to small, intangi- 
ble details that makes the difference 
between success and failure 


The past 20 years have seen the 
business of the horticulturist emerge 
from the rule of thumb era and the 
era of superstition to one of scien- 
tific certainty. The advances in hor- 
ticultural knowledge represented by 
the introduction of hormones, and 
highly lethal insecticides and fungi- 
cides may be accurately compared to 
the advances made in the medical 
profession by Lister and Pasteur. 
Even such an item as the potting 
compost, which used to be carefully 
prepared by each propagator accord- 
ing to his own pet formula, has been 
shorn of its mystery, and standard 
procedures have been prescribed 
which enable any grower to obtain 
similar results year by year. 

With all these changes going on 
around him, the modern plant prop-

agator has also altered. He has had 
to learn to use the new tools which 
science has made available and must 
now combine considerable scientific 
skill with 
knowledge of the intricacies of plant 
behavior and growth. He is part 
botanist, part scientist, part commer- 
cial grower, each part taking its 
rightful but subordinate place to his 
love of plants. For this last, I think, 
is the hallmark of the true plant 
propagator. He loves the plants with 
which he works, and nothing can 
give him greater pleasure than to 
see a fine, batch of 
young, healthy plants ready to leave

his nursery and take their place in 
the adult world of landscape garden 
and home. 

The plant propagator also acts as 
a wholesome governor, so to speak, 
upon our daily work. With the 
advent of each new gimmick or plant 
aid, we are usually given to under- 
stand that this will indeed solve all 
our worries, and it is good for us to 
realize through the quiet wisdom of 
the true plantsman that even if these 
new, scientific aids are in themselves 
excellent, they still are no substitut 
for the knowledge and skill which 
come only from a lifetime of living

a simple indication of a skilled worker 
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There came last week a letter 
from a Cleveland, O., reader out- 
lining some of his victories and a few 
defeats in his skirmishes for a share 
of the local gardener’s dollar. He 
expects to add next year a few of 
the tulip species and asks for a brief 
report on kinds so he can make a 
good selection. 

Experiences here years ago indi- 
cated that Tulipa kaufmanniana is 
one of the best for us of the north. 
Others come and often go, but kauf- 
manniana remains, sometimes self- 
sowing in situations where it is par- 
ticularly happy. Unlike some others 
of its kind, it is not difficult to please, 
doing well in either sun or shade, 
and its creamy-white or primrose 
flowers so brilliantly set off with car- 
mine splashes are fitting decorations 
for many associations in the wood- 
land scene or even in the rock gar- 
den. There seems to be some preju- 
dice against using tulips in the rock 
garden. One can readily understand 
this bias in the case of the tall-grow- 
ing border varieties, but the dwarf 
species, it seems to me, are well 
fitted to ornament the rock garden 
scene. 

In addition to the preceding, T. 
persica seems both hardy and _ per- 
manent. Then, too, its small stature 
(three or four inches) makes it even 
more desirable for the lover of small 
plants. The color, bright yellow with 
a bronzy exterior, makes a happy 
combination when planted near blue 
or purple (aubrietas, for example). 
Given a warm, sunny spot and a dry 
soil, it should prove to be one of the 
most pleasing of the fairly permanent 
small ones. Its fragrance is also in 
its favor and its habit of produc- 
ing two or three flowers to a stem 
is not a detriment in any way 

To prolong the season of tulip 
species bloom, T. sprengeri is most 
desirable, its orange-scarlet flowers 
on 10-inch stems in late May mark- 
ing a brilliant close of an enchanting 
season. It is usually one of those that 
can be counted upon year after year. 
Both it and T. sylvestris self-sow in 
northern gardens, especially when 
given a warm nook in well-drained 
soil that is not too poor. 

The foregoing kinds can be said to 
be permanent fixtures in the garden

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performer as it behaved here, per- 
haps more permanent than the next 
preceding, but not to be depended 
upon for flowers. When it does deign 
to give us its orange-crimson flow- 
ers, it is indeed a joy, but it is just as 
likely to send up the single, big leaf 
which Mrs. Wilder called attention 
to in the case of T. saxatilis as the 
“no flower” sign. Closely allied to 
greigi is T. eichleri, a showy, deep 
scarlet, with black center margined 
in gold. The last named seems to be 
a consistent bloomer and has about 
the same hardiness. They both want 
hot, dry treatment. 

The smallest of the tulips that I 
know, as well as one of the most 
charming, is that distinctive one 
known as T. dasystemon. Everything 
about the plant tells us that it is a 
thing apart from other tulips found 
in the general collection. It never 
increased in our trials, and it was 
not what one could exactly call per- 
manent, but its constitution and 
reputation point to permanence. 
The flowers are soft yellow, edged in 
white, on 3-inch stems about mid- 
April. It is said to want a hot, sunny 
slope in well-drained soil, and best 
success here was in such situations.

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advice is all very well for those 
whose borders are scores of yards in 
length, but most of us have but lim- 
ited areas; yet, we have just as much 
right to a wide variety as anyone 
and for this reason I ignore and 
always have ignored the theory that 
gardens must conform to certain 
standards, even to the point of 
matching the house or the natural 
surroundings. It is better by far to 
follow the policy of the rural cottage 
gardens to be seen in England, where 
all kinds of things jostle each other 
regardless of color or plan. My own 
idea of a small garden is plenty of 
flowers so that one may cut and cut 
and still have a show.” 


Hawkweeds 


The arrival this morning from 
Europe of a package of several 
packets of hawkweed seeds suggests 
that a few words on the genus may 
not be out of place at this time. Of 
course, one is justified in looking 
upon any unknown hawkweed with 
suspicions. In the first place many 
kinds (there are over 400 species, 
according to botanists, mostly native 
to Europe, though some tender ones 
come from South America) are 
devastating spreaders, overcoming 
every frail thing in their pathway. 

The familiar grim-the-collier, Hier- 
acium aurantiacum, which colors 
many fields in the eastern states with 
its bright orange scarlet during June 
and July and more sparingly until 
autumn, is a familiar example of that 
class. Even though it has a long 
period of bloom and is easily grown, 
one is seldom, if ever, justified, be- 
cause of its invading nature, in offer- 
ing it to an unsuspecting public. 


If a customer knows its nature and 
is prepared to cope with it, the plant 
could be used with good results in 
certain situations, especially as a 
covering for dry, difficult spots where 
little else will grow. Not many of the 
kinds known to me have so long a 
blooming season, and many are 
almost as invasive; so one must 
choose wisely if he is to keep out of 
their clutches. 

Most kinds bloom during June 
and July, and, when they happen to 
combine that habit with lovely foli- 
age and a more or less nonspreading 
nature, we find really good garden 
material. In the latter case, we find 
H. villosum, with lovely, silvery, 
woolly leaves and bright yellow flow- 
ers on 8-inch to 12-inch stems, and 
H. bombycinum, with pale golden 
flowers on 6-inch stems over silky, 
gray leaves.

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flowering period is a joy. If one re- 
stricted his choice of aizoon forms 
to the Green mountain form, he 
would have a lovely cream-colored 
flower on a 6-inch stem, according to 
the manual. But there are numerous 
other forms available to the curious, 
ranging from the pink of variety 
atropurpurea through the cream of 
the type to the yellowish flavescens, 
and all sort of rosettes from the 
tiny baldensis to the large incurved 
rosularis. 

The yellow mountain saxifrage, 
S. aizoides, is another story, both 
from the standpoint of its garden 
value and culture. James Mitchell, 
of Vermont, who made a specialty of 
the New England mountain and 
Gaspe peninsula plants and may still 
do so, once told me that aizoides in- 
habited southward-facing, wet cliffs 
in the Green mountains. When it is 
tried in lowland gardens, one does 
not want to forget the “wet,” but I 
am not sure about the “soundward- 
facing.” At least it did not like the 
heat of the noonday sun in our gar- 
den. And I am not convinced that 
its small, orange-spotted yellow (red 
in some varieties) flowers are worth 
the effort. 


The mountain saxifrage, S. 
sitifolia, is still another story, beauti- 
ful beyond description in its low 
mossy carpet and coverlet of large 
(immense by comparison with the 
leafage), light purple to lilac flowers 
on low, usually less than 2-inch 
stems. It has been highly variable 
under cultivation, it is said, with 
flowers running all the way from 
pure white through shades of red to 
lilac, violet and purple. To make it 
happy in the garden is something | 
was never able to do completely; so 
I should expect it to be a problem 
for most gardeners in the eastern 
states. It is said to grow on wet cliffs 
in sun in the high mountains. I do 
not remember ever having it from 
the New England mountains, but 
material from Idaho could not stand 
full sunshine, and our only success 
came from pot-grown plants in a 
lath-shaded frame. 

As our correspondent’s observa- 
tions covered the Green mountains 
only and S. rivularis is not, to my 
knowledge, found there (the floras 
confine it to the White mountains), 
it may be omitted from this discus- 
sion. It, like the next preceding, is 
a little too difficult for general dis- 
tribution anyway.

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in gardens. Our friend writes that it 
does not have the white, woolly 
foliage of type incana. He should 
have said, I think, that much of the 
material in gardens answers to that 
description. His material, which he 
reports to be plain green in foliage, 
is probably Veronica spicata rosea: 
surely, it cannot be incana. 

It reminds me of a series of trials 
that we ran here about 10 vears ago 
on this subject. Reports of V. incana 
rosea with plain green or, at best, 
slightly hairy leaves made me _ sus- 
picious that something not entitled 
to it was masquerading under the 
name. After we experimented with 
several lots of seeds under that label. 
it became apparent that the sus- 
picions were well founded. An inter- 
esting side light may also be reported 
here: Seeds saved from woolly- 
leaved plants in our garden which 
were apparently entitled to bear the 
name produced plants with very lit- 
tle woolliness. 

True V. incana rosea is a beauti- 
ful plant (one of the most beautiful 
in veronica to one who admires the 
combination of white, woolly leaves 
with deep rose-pink flowers), not 
only in the garden, but also for cut- 
ting. It must be reproduced vegeta- 
tively and will, therefore, never be- 
come the protege of the mass-pro- 
duction artists. It all means, I am 
sure, that the true plant would he 
good property in the hands of the 
neighborhood nurseryman 


UNIFORM CODE PLANNED 


Adoption of a uniform commercial 
code for the state of New York, 
which has been planned for early 
this year, will affect all nurservmen 
doing business in that state. A sim- 
ilar code has already been adopted 
by Pennsylvania, and others are 
planned throughout the nation 

The revision is designed to put 
business law in modern business 
language and in conformance with 
current commercial practice. Uni- 
form statutes for the state will be 
written for sales, warchouse receipts, 
bills of lading, consumer-purchas 
financing, inventory, bulk sales, bank 
deposits, accounts receivable loans 
and documentary letters of credit. 

At present, lack of conformity has 
caused confusion for businessmen, 
industries and trade groups in the 
State.

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Reflections on the Progress and Problems of Nurserymen 
By E. Sam Hemming 


ARTIFICIAL WOODS 


Sometimes in our landscape plant- 
ing jobs we have requests for creat- 
ing an actual woods or a woodland 
effect. ‘This is different from refor- 
estation, which is done with one kind 
of evergreen seedling, usually pine. 

One woodland planting, done 
about 17 years ago, has turned out 
most successfully. In this case, the 
client had a half mile of drive, on 
one side of which was natural wood- 
land. On the other side were open 
fields, part of his own farm land. He 
thought he would like the effect of 
driving through woods in_ the 
approach to his house and lawn area. 

At our suggestion, he moved his 
fence back about 30 feet and plowed 
and disked the strip between the 
fence and roadway. Because the area 
was considerable and expense was of 
some consequence, we proposed to do 
the planting with small seedlings or, 
at most, with whip-size plants. The 
area was laid off in three rows six 
feet apart. For an informal, natural- 
istic planting, that would seem to be 
a strange thing to do, yet it was the 
most important step in its success. 
The planting could then be culti- 
vated with a mule along with the 
farm crops. This cultivation was 
necessary for the first three years to 
insure success. It also reduced dan- 
ger from fire and prevented an 
unsightly growth of weeds until the 
plants grew thick enough to crowd 
them out. 

The material used was native and 
planted in zones. In the first row, 
small-size and a few medium-size 
plants were used. In the second row, 
a few small-size and a few large-size 
plants were used, but medium-size 
plants predominated. In the last row, 
mainly large-size plants were planted, 
with a few medium-size plants also 
used. The random arrangement as to 
size, variety and frequency completely 
overcame the straight-line effect of 
the rows. 

The selection of plants was made 
to match our own woodland. The 
small-size plants included dogwood, 
redbud, holly, cedar, deciduous holly 
and bayberry. The medium-size 
plants included sour gum, loblolly 
pine, shortleaf pine and sassafras. 


The large-size plants included oak, 
maple, beech and gum. 

Today the planting has grown into 
a woodland thicket that you can 
barely see through. The losses were 
negligible, and they only enhanced 
the informal effect. Many of the 
trees are six to 10 inches in caliper. 
I think the trees cost less than $400 
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originally. To plant that much area 
with landscape-size trees in an infor- 
mal woods would have cost thou- 
sands. I recall doing such an informal 
planting for a landscape architect on 


an estate, and the costs were con- 
siderable. 
In other situations we have made 


similar woodsy plantings more of the 
nature of reforestation by using seed- 
ling loblolly pines. These, were 
planted in 6-foot rows and six feet 
apart, but somehow the effect never 
seemed so attractive from the land- 
scape point of view. The planting 
seemed too dense and monotonous 
and was more useful than beautiful 
Loblolly pines do make good wind- 
breaks, and in a few instances we 
have fronted them with more attrac-

BUG MAY CARRY OAK WILT 


A tiny black and brown beetle, 
less than one fourth of an inch in 
length, may be responsible for the 
overland spread of the oak wilt dis- 
ease. This information was released 
simultaneously by plant scientists at 
Iowa State College and the Univer- 
sity of West Virginia, two of the 
research agencies at which studies of 
the disease have been in progress for 
several years. 

In the experiments that proved 
these insects, which are members of 
the family nitidulidac, capable of 
carrying the oak wilt disease, beetles 
were collected as they fed on infect- 
ed oaks and transferred to cages 
enclosing wounds made in isolated 
healthy oak trees. In some cases 
typical wilt symptoms developed 
within three weeks. It was found 
that as few as two of the beetles thus 
taken could carry enough of the 
fungus inoculum on their bodies to 
infect a healthy tree through freshly 
made wounds. 

Scientists point out, however, that 
this is a mechanical method trans- 
mission made under rather strictly 
controlled conditions; that while the 
results of the experiments place 
insects generally, and the nitidulid 
beetles particularly, under mounting 
suspicion, it still remains to be 
proved whether or not this is the 
manner in which the disease “jumps” 
considerable distances in nature. It 
is known, of course, that the disease 
can spread from infected to adjacent 
oaks through natural root grafts.

Cotoneaster Adpressa Praecox 


Cotoneaster adpressa, the creep- 
ing cotoneaster, is a fairly well- 
known low shrub and has been de- 
scribed previously in these columns. 
It certainly can be classified as one 
of the best low shrubs and is hardier 
and better in many respects than the 
commoner rock cotoneaster, Cotone- 
aster horizontalis. 

However, the variety 
less well-known than the species. As 
will be remembered, Cotoneaster 
adpressa is a moundlike growing 
plant about 15 inches in height with 
beautiful foliage and _ attractive 
fruits. The variety praecox differs 
from the species primarily by being 
a more vigorous grower, having 
larger leaves, deeper pink flowers and 
larger fruits. 

This variety may reach two feet 
in height. The leaves are from three 
fourths to one inch in size, dark, 
glossy green in color and with a wavy 
margin. The fruits are a little less 
than one-half inch in diameter. 


praecox is 


cotoneaster, 
“ee ” 
cotonea, 


The generic name, 

comes from the Latin, 
meaning quince, and aster, meaning 
“kind of,” referring to the fact that 
with some of the cotoneasters the 
leaves resemble those of the quince. 
The specific name, adpressa, means 
“pressed against,” referring to the 
low growth habit of the plant. The 
varietal name, praeccox, means “very 
early,” referring to the early matur- 
ity of the fruit. The variety was 


introduced into cultivation about 
1905. 
Like all cotoneasters, this type 


needs good soil and does best in 
sunny or partly shady situations. 
Little pruning is necessary, but the 
plant is subject to scale and fire 
blight, as is true with most cotoneast- 
ers. 

Where a low shrub is desired, 
Cotoneaster adpressa praecox can 
be recommended. It has beautiful 
foliage and fruit and combines well 
with either broad or narrow-leaf 
evergreens. L. C. C.

The meetings 
luncheon session, December 7, at 
which Otto Christenson, executive 
vice-president of the Minnesota Em- 
ployers Association, spoke on the 
subject “A Businessman Looks at 
the Legislature.” Mr. Christenson’s 
discussion, which applied principally 
to the state of Minnesota, began 
with a summary of the events over 
the past quarter century which have 
changed the picture both for business 
and for the state legislature. He 
stated that with the increased ac- 
tivities of government in the field of 
business, both as a participant and 
as a taxing agency, businessmen are 
compelled to pay more attention to 
government than was the case in the 
past. He then pointed out that the 
shift of population from rural to 
urban areas and the growth of labor 
pressure groups 


opened with a 


unions and other 
have changed the character of the 
legislature so that it is more difficult 
for business to make its voice heard 
at lawmaking sessions. 

The speaker explained that legis- 
lators are under pressure from groups 
representing all sides of any legisla- 
tive question and that they are bound 
to displease some of the groups no 
matter what decision they may 
make. Businessmen, he said, must 
speak in as loud a voice as possible 
at sessions of the legislature and in 
addition should support good legis- 
lators and contribute money to elect 
those who are known to be open- 
minded with regard to the interests 
of business. 

Lawn Preparation 

Mr. Christenson was followed by 
Harold Reid, of Park Nurseries, St. 
Paul, who offered a detailed analy- 
sis of lawn preparation and mainte- 
nance. Good lawns, said Mr. Reid. 
are inexpensive and easy to maintain 
The principal ingredient in prepar- 
ing and maintaining a lawn is good 
timing of the various operations that 
are involved. 

Turning his attention first to 
grading, Mr. Reid stated that the 
purpose of this operation is to create 
a slope away from the building to 
take care of drainage. Gentle slopes 
are better than abrupt terraces for 
this purpose. Any topsoil removed 
during the grading operation should 
be preserved and respread over the 
ground at surface level after the 
grading has been completed. The 
speaker recommended that as much

Mr. Reid stated that grasses 
should be chosen to suit the soil, the 
climate, the slope and the use to 
which they are to be put. 


Kentucky Bluegrass Best 


The best grass for the northwest 
area, in Mr. Reid’s opinion, is Ken- 
tucky bluegrass. This grass requires 
a sunny location and soil that is 
moderately fertile and well drained. 
The grass is not suitable for shade o1 
poor soil and will not survive close 
mowing. It is customary, he added, 
to mix in some fast-growing grasses 
to compensate for the slow initial 
growth of Kentucky bluegrass. The 
bluegrass will eventually dominate 
the planting. 

Only one of the fescues is adapted 
for use in Minnesota, according to 
the speaker, and that is the red 
fescue. This grass endures heavy 
wear, has a rich green color and can 
be blended with Kentucky blue- 
grass. It is tolerant of shade and will 
also thrive in open locations. It sur- 
vives under drought conditions. Red 
fescue should not be mowed closet 
than one inch. 

Mr. Reid declared that the best 
of the bent grasses is velvet bent, 
which is a distinct species of bent 
grass. He described the species as 
being durable despite its fineness of 
leaf. It is not tolerant of soggy soil. 

The use of mixtures, continued the 
speaker, is generally preferable to the 
use of single varieties in the prepara- 
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tion of a lawn. The mixture can 
include grasses which are at their 
peaks during different seasons of the 
year, so that a generally uniform 
covering of grass may be had at all 
times. Grasses used in the mixture 
must be of similar color to obtain the 
best effect. 

Regardless of which grass or which 
mixture is chosen, Mr. Reid contin- 
ued, the soil conditions must be cor- 
rect for the variety or varieties 
selected. If the soil does not seem to 
be conducive to growth, the addition 
of organic matter is usually all that 
is necessary to correct the condition. 

As food for grasses, the speaker 
suggested commercial fertilizer as 
being satisfactory and economical. 
The fertilizer should be of the “com- 
plete” type, containing nitrogen, 
phosphates and potash. A_ good 
standard mixture is a 5-10-5, with 
a maximum of 50 pounds per 1,000 
square feet to be applied. 

Seeding of lawns is best done 
between August 20 and September 
15, according to Mr. Reid. It can be 
done later than September 15 if the 
weather remains favorable. Grass 
sown in the fall has the best chance 
of winter survival and is strong 
enough by the time of the next 
growing season to fight summer 
weeds successfully. 

The speaker cautioned strongly 
against overwatering. He stated that 
artificial watering is rarely required 
and that too frequent waterings 
encourage weeds. He added that 
daily watering and close mowing are 
two of the factors responsible for the 
growth of crab grass. 

Mr. Reid’s recommendations for 
lawn maintenance can be summed 
up simply as follows: Application of 
50 pounds of ground limestone pet 
1,000 square feet every two years; 
application of 5-10-5 commercial 
fertilizer in the spring and fall; 
mowing to about one and one-half 
inches, and watering when absolute- 
ly necessary.

WOUNDS IN OAK WILT 

Arborists who are called upon to 
prune oak trees in an area where the 
oak wilt disease is known to be pres- 
ent should be particularly careful to 
apply antiseptic wound dressing to 
all cuts or other bark-deep wounds. 
By so doing, in addition to following 
good arboricultural practices, the 
chances may be lessened considerably 
that the wilt disease will attack. Evi- 
dence indicating that wounds may be 
a prime factor in the spread of the 
oak wilt disease is accumulating. 

In a recent issue of “Plant Dis- 
ease Reporter,” F. C. Craighead, 
C. L. Morris and J. C. Nelson report 
that more than 4 per cent of a group 
of artificially wounded oaks devel- 
oped oak wilt infection within a 
period of about four months after 
wounding. All wounded trees were 
located too far from infected oaks 
for the disease to be transmitted 
through root grafts, thus insuring 
that if infection occurred it would 
be brought to the tree by overland 
means. 

Distant infected oaks were known 
to be producing mycelial mats of the 
oak wilt fungus, and various insects 
were found in association with these 
mats. Similar insects were later found 
in the wound area of the artificially 
wounded trees. 

Absolute proof is still lacking, of 
course, that either wounds or insects 
are essential factors in the overland 
spread of the oak wilt disease, but 
the results of the experiment cited 
above, somewhat similar tests con- 
ducted by other plant scientists and 
field observations all indicate the 
possibility of some relationship of 
open wounds to spread of the dis- 
ease. Hence, it behooves arborists to 
leave no open wounds, not even small 
ones, when pruning an oak tree. 


ARCHERY IN TREE WORK 
Shades of Robin Hood! Now the 


bow and arrow has gained a place 
for itself in the field of tree disease 
control! Personnel of the Michigan 
department of conservation, says 
Regional Forester R. L. Olmstead, 
in an article published in the “Jour- 


nal of Forestry,’ have used _ this 
ancient weapon successfully in col- 
lecting small branch samples from 
tall trees for studies in connection 
with the oak wilt disease. No, they 
do not shoct the branches off: in 
addition to the bow and arrow, they 
use a spinning reel, a light nylon line, 
ropes and a pole pruner.

The arrow, to which the nylon line 
is attached, is shot over a high limb 
crotch. Then the line is tied to a one- 
quarter or three-eighth inch rope 
which is next pulled over the crotch 
and back to the ground. One end of 
the rope is then attached to the head 
of the pruner and the other to the 
lower part of the handle. A second 
light rope is tied to the pull rope of 
the pruner. The pruner is_ then 
drawn up into the crown and 
maneuvered into position for cutting 
the desired branch. A tug on the pull 
rope and the job is done. N. W

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A NEW RAPHIOLEPIS

The name R. delacouri should there- 
fore be used only for plants which are 
known to be clonal derivatives of the 
original hybrid. R. hybrida is a 
name given to several variants, also 
probably of hybrid origin. 

Several years ago, the late W. B. 
Clarke told the writer that Raphio- 
lepis indica rosea originated in 1917 
as a chance seedling in his nursery, 
W. B. Clarke & Co., San Jose, Calif 
Recognizing it as having flowers of 
a better pink than anything he had 
seen before, Mr. Clarke propagated 
vegetatively from the seedling and 
introduced his new plant to the pub- 
lic in 1924. The varietal name rosea 
is a horticultural designation as- 
signed by Mr. Clarke. Among his 
many plant introductions, Mr. 
Clarke believed this raphiolepis to 
be one of the most popular. His firm 
now propagates about 10,000 of 
them each year for wholesale dis- 
tribution, about 90 per cent of which 
are sold on the Pacific coast 

New Color Var‘ant 

The primary purpose of this arti- 
cle is to report on a new color vari- 
ant of Raphiolepis indica. which was 
first observed by the brothers Harry 
and William Marken in a _ large 
group of seedlings at the Morgan 
Hill, Calif.. propagating grounds of 
Leonard Coates Nurseries. These 
seedlings were from seeds collected 
from plants of Raphiolepis indica 
rosea and sown by Harry Marken 
in February, 1934. When the seed- 
ling first came into bloom in 1937, 
the Markens report that most of the 
plants bore white flowers, a few pro- 
duced the pinkish blooms of the 
variety rosea and one plant was out- 
standing because of the intense shade 
of its flowers. Ray D. Hartman, 
owner of Leonard Coates Nurseries, 
was convinced that this occurrence 
was one of those occasional devia- 
tions from type for which all good 
plantsmen are constantly on the 
alert and that probably this one 
represented a distinctly new hue of 
flower color for the genus. This view 
was confirmed in the spring of 1951 
when the writer submitted a flower- 
ing specimen of the new plant to Dr. 
Marques E. Reitzel, of the art de- 
partment of San Jose State College, 
who determined the color as alizarin 
crimson. Terms used previously in 
describing flower color in raphiolepis 
do not suggest crimson. Geneticists 
seem to agree that the Leonard 
Coates’ raphiolepis is most likely the 
result of a mutation.

Knowledge to date of its 
habit would indicate that it is small- 
er and more compact than R. indica 
and is probably slower-growing. An 
attractive feature throughout the 
spring months is the new foliage, 
which is strikingly reddish in color 
In comparing its flowers with those 
in the color plate accompanying the 
original description of R. delacouri 
in Revue Horticole, 1900, one notes 
that those of the Morgan Hill shrub 
are much more intense in color. At 
the height of bloom in April. this 
shrub is a mass of beautiful crimson 
panicles. When the individual flowe: 
opens, it is seen to be deepest in 
color at the apex of the petals while 
the anthers are deep yellow and the 
filaments are white. As the flower 
ages, the petals lighten and the fila- 
ments turn to a deep crimson. Dur- 
ing the second flowering period in 
late summer, the flowers are of a 
lighter shade. 

Experiments in 
cuttings and grafting were carried 
on for several years beginning in 
1938 until a reasonably satisfactory 
method was determined and adher- 
ence to the original flower color was 
established. There was a lapse in 
production during the war, but soon 
thereafter propagation for the mar- 
ket was started in earnest. The plants 
are slow-growing, but sufficient nurs- 
ery stock is now available for intre- 
duction.

Better Propagation Techniques 


For the past two seasons. experi- 
ments have been conducted at the 
Saratoga Horticultural Foundation 
in an effort to improve techniques 
in propagation. Various rooting 
media have been tested including 
sharp sand, sand and peat, vermicu- 
lite, Spongerok and a combination 
of half vermiculite and half Sponge- 
rok. At the present time the 
last medium is_ preferred Aiso 
being tested is a spent catalytic 
agent obtained from the Standard 
Oil Co. and recommended by John 
Edwards, Palo Alto camellia special- 
ist. Cuttings of half-ripened wood 
are taken in summer and are rooted 
under glass. 

Two-year-old plants of the new 
raphiolepis which were propagated 
at Saratoga by grafting on the root- 
stock ol Angers quince are now twice 
the size of those of the same age 
propagated by cuttings. This experi- 
ment is not conclusive, however, and

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comparative observation over a peri- 
od of years is needed. The plant has 
also been successfully budded on 
quince rootstock, though this meth- 
od is not recommended. Seedlings of 
Raphiolepis indica, R. umbellata and 
several species of crataegus have 
been grown at Saratoga. 

The new variety has been patented 
by Leonard Coates Nurseries and 
bears plant patent No. 1138. The 
designated horticultural name, Raph- 
iolepis Coates Crimson, seems 
appropriate since it includes both 
the source and chief distinguishing 
feature of the plant 

Of the several species and varieties 
of raphiolepis, only R. indica rosea 
and R. umbellata are commonly 
found today in nurseries. R. indica 
rosea, which is many times more 
popular than R. umbellata, has 
slowly supplanted R. indica during 
the past 25 vears. And now, as the 
new Coates Crimson becomes known 
to the public, it shows promise of 
assuming first place in popularity. 

For those interested in a history 
of the genus raphiolepis, attention is 
directed to an article by Elizabeth 
McClintock in the October, 1951, 
edition of the Journal of the Califor- 
nia Horticultural Society, entitled 
“Studies in California Ornamental 
Plants—The Genus Raphiolepis.” 


WARNINGS REVISED 

The production and marketing ad- 
ministration of the United States 
Department of Agriculture has ac- 
cepted reduced general directions 
and warnings which appear on the 
labels of Aldrin and Dieldrin formu- 
lations. 

Some of the statements no longer 
required on the labels are, “Do not 
smoke while spraying.” “Keep 
away from children and domestic 
animals,” and “Do not use indoors 
without adequate mechanical ex- 
haust ventilation.” 

In addition, the statements, “Wear 
a mask or respirator of a type passed 
by the U. S. D. A.” and “Wear 
clean, synthetic rubber gloves,” have 
been eliminated from all formula- 
tions beiow 10 per cent and from 
Aldrin and Dieldrin granules above 
10 per cent concentration 

For other formulations above 10 
per cent concentration, these two 
statements have been combined into 
the substitute statement, “During 
commercial or prolonged exposure in 
spray mixing and loading operations, 
wear clean synthetic rubber gloves 
and a mask or respirator of a type 
passed by the.U. S. D. A. for Aldrin 
Dieldrin protection.”

shall Nurseries, Arlington, gave the 
legislative report. Harvey Williams 
reported for the N. A. N. multi- 
purpose dust and spray committee. 

The research committee, headed 
by Chet Marshall, of Marshall Nurs- 
eries, Arlington, discussed the report 
of the research committee. He re- 
ported that at the present time the 
college is unable to do more 
research because of lack of funds. 
The committee was authorized to 
attempt to secure a meeting with 
Dean W. V. Lambert, of the college 
of agriculture of the University of 
Nebraska, at Lincoln, to see if the 
program can be furthered in any 
way. 

Disease in Nebraska trees was 
discussed by Dr. Robert W. Goss, 
department of plart pathology, 
University of Nebraska. He reported 
that phloem necrosis has occurred in 
a few elm trees in southeastern 
Nebraska. Although it has not yet 
spread to other portions of the state, 
to his knowledge, he advised against 
planting the American elm. 

Oak wilt, he reported, has been 
limited to a small portion of the 
southeastern part of the state; but 
hackberry, a plant which has sur- 
vived severe drought, is dying by the 
hundreds from unknown causes. 

Dr. Goss also reported an infesta- 
tion of the European bark beetle in 
the elm. Dutch elm disease, often 
found with the bark beetle, has 
jumped across the state to Colorado, 
according to his report. 

At the Tuesday meeting, Elmer 
Spencer, nurseryman of Springfield, 
Ill., described cash-and-carry mer- 
chandising at his nursery. He report- 
ed that he pushes spring sales, 
whereas summer sales take care of 
themselves. He recommended giving 
the customer what he wants. 

In the afternoon, Al Dodge, of the 
plant introduction station of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, at Ames, Ia., described the 
federal program for securing plants 
on a world-wide basis and introduc- 
ing them into commercial nursery 
work. 

Glen Vichmeyer, horticulturist at 
the North Platte experiment station, 
showed slides of several new plants 
available for Nebraska nurserymen. 

The program was concluded with 
a panel representing several fields of 
nursery activity. Prof. Robert Ro- 
selle advised on entomology, Prof. 
John Weihing discussed plant path- 
ology and Dr. Victor Miller and 
Wayne Whitney represented hor- 
ticulture. Charles Andrews

Most customers need help in mak- 
ing a purchase, said Mr. Elliott. It 
is, however, a mistake to oversell. 
Nurserymen put too much emphasis 
on the Latin names of shrubs. The 
average customer wants to buy a 
shrub with a familiar, or at least pro- 
nounceable, name. It is human na- 
ture to want things as easy as possi- 
ble. Along these lines, Mr. Elliott 
suggested establishing a “lazy man’s 
corner,” where plants which do not 
need a great deal of care would bk 
sold. 


Fertilizer Panel Held 

The short course concluded with 

panel on fertilizers and fertilizing 
practices, moderated by David A. 
Bosley. Panelists were Tom Pinney. 
Jr., of the Evergreen Nurseries, 
Sturgeon Bay: Dr. Garth Voight. 
department of soils, University of 
Wisconsin, and Dr. S. A. Wilde, also 
of the university department of soils. 

The panel said that fertilizers for 
plants grown in tin containers should 
be used diluted since plant food does 
not. leak out of pots as rapidly as it 
does in the field. The book, “Seed 
and Potting Composts,” mentioned 
above, was again suggested as a 
reference on the subject. 

The convention began on Thurs- 
day, December 3, with a business 
meeting. President Howard Ander- 
son, reporting on the past year’s 
progress, told the group that Gover- 
nor Kohler had signed a “Plant Wis- 
consin” proclamation in cooperation 
with the American Association of 
Nurserymen’s “Plant America” cam- 
paign. 

The Wisconsin Nurserymen’s As- 
sociation also did two large planting 
jobs on public buildings in the state, 
both of which were donated for pub- 
licity value. The first of these was 
the new St. James Catholic church 
at Milwaukee, which was given a 
great deal of publicity in Milwaukee 
newspapers. During the group’s 
summer convention, a planting was 
made at the vocational school at 
Tomahawk. 

Thomas A. Pinney,  secretary- 
treasurer, reported the latest devel- 
opments on farm truck licenses for 
nurserymen. Although the state mo- 
tor vehicle department had agreed, 
in 1952, that nurserymen were agri- 
culturists entitled to the licenses,

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this was overruled by the attorney 
general’s office, which ruled that 
nursery stock was grown “unde 
artificial conditions” and was there- 
fore not a true agricultural product. 

An effort to get a bill passed in 
the state legislature, stating that 
nurserymen are to be classed as 
farmers, failed to pass by only two 
votes. Every effort will be made to 
put this bill up before the legisla- 
ture again, said Mr. Pinney, because 
it affects costs in many ways. Nurs- 
erymen are now being charged com- 
mercial rates for liability insurance, 
for example, because they are no 
longer classed as farmers. 

“Give Them What They Want” 
was the title of a speech by Elmer 
Spencer, operator of a garden store 
at Springfield, Ill. Successful politi- 
cians operate on the principle of giv- 
ing the people what they want, 
whether it is good for them or not, 
said Mr. Spencer. If the glamour 
the public wants is put into nursery 
stock, they will want to grow fruit 
and flowers. Unless this is done, the 


sale is not a success. 


Cash-and-Carry Important 


Cash-and-carry sales have become 
a must, Mr. Spencer said, but nurs- 
erymen must not let cash-and-carry 
be a synonym for hit-and-run. 
Nurserymen must remain 100 pet 
cent reliable in the goods and infor- 
mation given customers and, above 
all, must not take the service out of 
business. 

Customers buy cash-and-carry in 
order to save money, and this method 
also saves the seller money. 


Mr. Spencer outlined a plan for 
selling small landscape jobs with a 
minimum of effort. When the cus- 
tomer arrives, he may be taken into 
the office and a little landscape plan 
may be sketched right then and 
there, with suggestions of a combina- 
tion of plants to fill his needs. Then 
he may be taken into the nursery and 
shown the plants, pointing out on 
his plan just where they will go 
Next, giving him a price estimate 
on the plants and the planting com- 
bined and then giving a lower price 
if he takes the plants home and 
plants them himself, is selling from 
the customer’s viewpoint and gener- 
ally results in a successful sale. 

In the matter of advertising, Mr. 
Spencer said that Sunday is not the 
best day to advertise cash-and-carry 
sales. Friday night and Saturday 
morning ads bring the best results. 
Prices, such as “Shrubs, $3.95 and 
up,” should be named. 

A luncheon Thursday noon fea- 
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tured M. C. Briggs, of the M. C. 
Briggs Co., Minneapolis, as_ the 
speaker. Mr. Briggs’ talk, “Diamonds 
in Your Own Back Yard,” suggest- 
ed ways in which customers can be 
brought around to the nurseryman’s 
way of thinking. 


Dr. White Speaks 


First speaker of the Thursday 
afternoon session was Dr. Richard P. 
White, executive secretary of the 
A. A. N., whose subject was “Stand- 
ing Together.” Dr. White cited the 
case of the defeated bill classing 
nurserymen as farmers as an exam- 
ple of what happens when nursery- 
men do not stand together. 

Paying dues to an association is 
not enough. Nurserymen must back 
the group as individuals, contacting 
legislative representatives in regard 
to important issues. Only the voice 
of a well-organized group carries any 
weight with legislative bodies. Dr. 
White declared that nurserymen 
must believe in their ability to ac- 
complish the thing they set out to do 
if they are going to do it. 

The remainder of the Thursday 
afternoon program was provided by 
three speakers from the division of 
plant industry of the state depart- 
ment of agriculture. Dwight For- 
svthe, of the seed and weed division, 
spoke on “What the New Herbicides 
Offer the Nurseryman.” 


Mr. Forsythe said that there are 
5,017 brands of pesticides on the 
market, including 430 brands of 
herbicides. This means that study is 
needed to keep up with the field and 
be a reliable merchandiser. There is 
no quick and easy answer to which 
herbicide to use for any one prob- 
lem. 

The next speaker, Walter B. 
Griem, noted that last year’s ferti- 
lizer consumption in the state was 10 
times that of 10 years ago and that 
the average plant food content had 
risen from 22.91 units a ton in 1944, 
to 32.43 units a ton last season. This 
means more fertilizer for less money. 

Mr. Griem dismissed foliar feeding 
of the three primary plant foods as 
impractical. But there is a possibility 
that foliar feeding of minor elements 
may be practical. Water insoluble 
forms, such as frits, and nonprecipi- 
tating forms, called chelates, are new 
developments which may help. It 
should be remembered, however, 
that mulching solves most minor ele- 
ment problems 

Mr. Griem said that fertilizer- 
insecticide mixtures, which consum- 
ers seem to like, are a long way off. 
It is a touchy business at best, he 
said, and the fertilizer people are not

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at all interested. Their operations 
are based on handling of huge lots. 
Mixing insecticides would be time- 
consuming and difficult, and every 
agriculturist would need a different 
tailor-made formula. It may be that 
specialty plants will develop for this 
work. 

H. E. Halliday, assistant chief of 
the plant industry division, conclud- 
ed the afternoon’s program with a 
talk entitled “New Pesticides Ver- 
sus Old and New Pests.” Insect con- 
trol, said Mr. Halliday, is money in 
the pocket. If insects are destroyed, 
extra growth on trees and shrubs 
will give them a higher sales value. 

Pests which seem to be on the way 
back after having been controlled, he 
said, are pine needle scale, licanium 
scale, spruce leaf gall and fire blight 

For the pine needle scale, Mr 
Halliday recommended Malathion as 
a summer spray, at the rate of four 
pounds of 25 per cent wettable dust 
to 100 gallons of water. For licanium 
scale on taxus, Malathion or Para- 
thion was recommended 

Spruce leaf gall, which is caused 
by an aphis, can be controlled by 
lime sulphur, at the rate of 1 to 8 in 
liquid form, used just before the buds 
begin to swell. Nicotine sulphate, 
used in mid-May, is also effective if 
used with a spreader or sticker. 

For fire blight, Mr. Halliday sug- 
gested the use of streptomycin at the 
rate of five ounces of a 30 per cent 
commercial grade to 100 gallons of 
water, sprayed three times a season 
Triton D-1956 should be used as a 
sticker with the streptomycin, using 
two ounces to 100 gallons of water. 


Erosion Danger Cited 


M. C. Briggs was the toastmaste1 
for the past presidents’ banquet held 
Thursday evening in the East room 
of the Schroeder hotel. O. L. Kau- 
panger gave an address entitled “On 
Behalf of a Permanent Nation.” Mi 
Kaupanger said that the United 
States, as a nation, is not doing every- 
thing it can to conserve its natural 
resources. If better conservation 
practices are not adapted, the nation 
cannot expect to remain permanently 
powerful. If an example is needed, 
China was once a great world power, 
but now is half-starving because it 
squandered its precious topsoil 

The Friday morning convention 
session opened with a panel discus- 
sion on modern nursery practices. 
Moderator was C. L. Wachtel, and 
the panelists were Wade Kumlien, 
Tom Pinney, Jr., Walter Remond, 
John Gartman and Ralph Petranek 

Mr. Kumlien projected colo 
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done at the L. L. Kumlien Nursery, 
at Janesville, by a Ford tractor with 
various attachments. Subsequent 
questioning brought out the fact that 
the 24-inch Derr digger, with which 
the tractor is equipped, will dig 
almost any size tree, although a tree 
native to a spot will be somewhat 
harder to move than one recently 
transplanted. 

The value of photography in the 
stimulation of sales was discussed. 
Black and white photography can be 
used effectively in catalogs or circu- 
lars. They are the easiest to show to 
stubborn customers who might de- 
cline to look at a color or stereo slide 
viewer. 

Color slides allow a customer to see 
how a shrub will look at any of the 
four seasons or how it looks when 
planted in the area. The expert care 
which goes into the growing of a 
shrub can be shown, thus justifvine 
prices before they are questioned. 

The Polaroid Land camera. which 
takes and develops a picture in one 
minute, also has its uses in land- 
scape work. When the nurseryman is 
looking over a house and yard in 
order to plan its landscaping, a pic- 
ture can be made and clipped to his 
estimate sheet to facilitate planning 
back in his office 

Plant Propagation Explained 

“Plant Propagation: Theory and 
Practice” was the title of a talk and 
demonstration by Richard H. Fill- 
more, of the Shenandoah Nurseries, 
Shenandoah, Ia 

All plant propagation is by divi- 
sion of one kind or another, be it 
layering, cutting, grafting, budding 
or by seeds, said Mr. Fillmore. Layer- 
ing is a technique which should be 
used oltener, because almost any 
plant can be propagated by this 
method. It is necessary to leave an 
indentation in the soil so that the 
new plant will have plenty of water 

Cutting is the most important 
method of propagation and _ not 
nearly so complicated as some grow- 
ers fear. Mr. Fillmore demonstrated 
a simple production-line method of 
making cuttings. On cuttings in 
which the location of the cut does 
not matter, a paper cutter is used on 
bundles of 25, matched at the tips to 
a uniform length. The bottom foliage 
is stripped on by another operator, 
and a third worker dips them in hor- 
mone powder. Finally, the 25 cut- 
tings are rolled up with peat moss on 
a strip of polyethylene plastic. 

The technique on cuttings which 
must be cut at a specific point varies 
only in that the pieces are first 
stripped, then matched at the proper

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cutting point, cut, dipped and 
wrapped. 

Mr. Fillmore said that mist bed 
propagation can be successful if the 
cuttings are hardened in the bed by 
reducing the mist gradually. Hydran- 
geas treated this way were potted 
after one month with only a 10 per 
cent loss. 

Grafting puts strong roots on a 
plant which does not normally have 
them, or the grafted root can serve 
as a nurse until the plant is well 
under way. When taping a graft 
union, the tape should not overlap 
but rather leave several little win- 
dows as it is wound. 

Seed propagation of trees is not 
easy, said Mr. Fillmore, because on 
a large scale. the things which seem 
to work well in small experiments 
often fail. He cited the need for 
trees grown exclusively for seed and 
harvested at the time when the plant 
food within them is in the form of a 
meaty solid. On seeds gathered at 
that time, sprouting on some varice- 
ties will go as high as 90 per cent to 
100 per cent. 


Final Session 


The final afternoon of the conven- 
tion began with a movie by Rob- 
ert Gieringer, entitled “Pots and 
Flocks.” Mr. Gieringer has devel- 
oped several machines for use in the 
making of felt pots for roses and 
another machine which simplifies the 
potting operation, all of which were 
shown in the movie. 

Mr. Gicringer said that price of 
his flocked evergreens depends on the 
amount of flocking used on each tree 
He suggested keeping an accurate 
record of the actual flocking. 

At the group’s final business meet- 
ing Friday afternoon, a discussion 
was held on growing evergreens in 
pots, which many of the members are 
now considering. It was felt by some 
that potting evergreens would pro- 
vide another item of merchandise for 
the chain stores to sell in competi- 
tion with the nurserymen. 

Legislation to forbid the sale of 
shrubs in food stores because of 
poisonous sprays used on them was 
dismissed as impractical, because this 
might give the public the idea that 
nursery products are dangerous to 
have around. An increase in the price 
of nursery licenses is not a solution 
because that discriminates against 
small business. It was suggested that 
anvone selling nursery stock should 
be required to pass an examination 
to prove they know something about 
the merchandise.

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would hurt the entire industry. A 
motion was made and carried that 
the board of directors appoint a com- 
mittee to investigate the problem. 

The final business for the day was 
to elect unanimously these officers 
for the coming year: Robert Gierin- 
ger, Milwaukee, president; John 
Gartman, Fond du Lac, vice-presi- 
dent, and Thomas A. Pinney, Stur- 
geon Bay, secretary-treasurer.

with and studying plants. Today 


we are seeing the slow transition of 


the old-time gardener, who depended 
mainly on empirical knowledge and 
lore handed down from the dim past, 
into the modern plant propagator, 
who, while still mainly relying upon 
his native senses, is able to take full 
advantage of modern scientific ad- 
vances to make him the _ highly 
trained craftsman that he is. 


Crafts and Guilds 


As I wrote these notes, thinking 
of craftsmanship, I looked up what 
the Encyclopedia Britannica had to 
say on the subject of crafts and 
guilds. The numerous craft guilds 
came slowly into being in Europe as 
industry developed. They were first 
referred to in the year 779 and by 
the early 800’s were general in the 
various industrial sections of France. 
From this country the idea spread 
in the following 300 years through 
Norway, Denmark and Sweden, 
finally coming to England about the 
year 1000. The French, of course, 
took over England in 1066 and 
brought with them firsthand knowl- 
edge of the flourishing trade guilds 
then existing in their country. As a 
result, guilds became established in 
the industrial life of England and 
continued almost uninterruptedly un- 
til 1835, at which time the special 
privileges of the guilds were formally 
abolished. Notwithstanding, many of 
the old guilds still exist and flourish 
in England and on the Continent 
and have their regular meetings, con- 
tinuing their traditional practices 
which date back many centuries. 

Three things were characteristic 
of these guilds. The first was strong 
fraternal cooperation. This, in fact, 
was the prime reason for their com- 
ing into being. As trades became 
more organized, workers in the 
trades recognized the benefits which 
would accrue from regular get- 
togethers and the exchange of infor- 
mation on trade practices. The 
guilds, therefore, primarily 
established to enable free exchange 
between members of the same trade. 
As they became more highly organ- 
ized and as industrial development 
advanced, corporate solidarity and 
Christian brotherhood became fore- 
most aspects of the guilds. The 
guilds became the arbiters of the 
conduct of their members and set up 
codes of ethics and standards of 
excellence. They established the 
number of years of training for an 
apprentice, the standard of skill 
required before he became a journey-

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man and finally a master at his 
trade and in general saw to it that a 
high degree of integrity, craftsman- 
ship and skill was maintained. 


Craftsmanship of Propagators 


I would like to dwell for a mo- 
ment, if I may, on this question of 
craft. It is well for us to consider 
that the craftsmanship and skill of 
the plant propagator is the beginning 
of a long chain of events running 
through every phase of our industry. 
It is upon this skill, and upon noth- 
ing else so much. that all other parts 
of our great industry ultimately 
depend. 

Of what use would the landscape 
architect or the landscape construc- 
tor be to the homeowner, if no plants 
of any kind were available? Where 
would the florist obtain his flowers, 
his bulbs and seeds, and what could 
be the value of fertilizers, barrows, 
garden centers and garden magazines 
without plants? 

Webster’s dictionary defines horti- 
culture as the art of growing fruits, 
vegetables and ornamental plants. 
And all of these, everything growing, 
in fact, which is covered by the term 
horticulture, has to originate with 
the plant propagator. He is the basis 
of our industry. 

Holding such a position as this, it 
says much for the character and 
intergrity of the plant propagator 
that he has not wished to take advan- 
tage of the situation in any way. 
Many other groups of workers have 
thought it right to hold the rest of 
the community or the other members 
of their business fraternity to ran- 
som what they like to call their own 
best interest. The true plantsman has 
little time for such goings on. He has 
more important things to do, and as 
long as he can make a reasonable 
living and see that his family is well 
provided for, by far the most impor- 
tant thing to him is his work. 

In this day of machines and mass 
production, the profession of plant 
propagator is one of the last strong- 
holds of the true craftsman. 

This thought was aptly phrased by 
my propagator recently when we 
were discussing his past work here 
in the nursery. He has been working 
for something like 40 years at plant 
propagation, and he said that he 
would not have been able to do this 
if he had not been happy in his 
work. That, I think, is the true crux 
of the matter. The plant propagator 
is indeed happy in his work, as any 
true craftsman must be. 

I have had two purposes in writ- 
ing this article. The first purpose is 
to point out the extreme importance

of the plant propagator to our indus- 
try as a whole. He is, in fact, indis- 
pensable, and I think all of us 
should clearly recognize this fact. 
The second purpose is to point out 
the serious lack of really good 
propagators and facilities for train- 
ing plant propagators. I know that 
immediately a number of readers will 
say that we have excellent state uni- 
versities providing courses in plant 
propagation, and this is so; but I 
wonder how many of the students 
who find their way to these universi- 
ties are, in the first place, good 
plantsmen, worthy of receiving the 
training available to them. Also, I 
personally feel that the curriculum 
available to these would-be propaga- 
tors is sorely lacking in practical, 
down-to-earth work to fit them to 
meet the necessities of commercial 
production. There is a wide differ- 
ence between working in a well- 
constructed, modern’ greenhouse, 
with every possible aid at your com- 
mand, and being required to pro- 
duce 1,000 or 2,000 cuttings through 
the propagating season, and work- 
ing under average commercial con- 
ditions where every facility may not 
be available and where tens of 
thousands or hundreds of thousands 
of cuttings have to be produced in 
good order and in good time. It has 
been my unfortunate experience in 
the past few years to employ a num- 
ber of supposedly good propagators 
who have passed through the mill of 
some instructional center. They may 
have a smattering of pseudoscientific 
knowledge; they know a few plant 
names; they know how to make a 
cutting and insert it—but one could 
not call them really good, trained 
propagators. They are of little value 
to the nursery. 


Seeks Action by Industry 


This lack of training facilities and 
the lack of good men to use the 
facilities that are available is a fac- 
tor which I think needs careful con- 
sideration by the industry as a whole 
and, finally, some concerted action. 
What form this action should take I 
am hardly in a position to say, but I 
understand that the American Asso- 
ciation of Nurserymen is consider- 
ing the curriculum available to 
young persons interested in land- 
scape design and construction. Is 
there no way in which this same in- 
terest could be extended on a nation- 
wide industry basis to include plant 
propagators? I would suggest that 
there is no more important man in 
any branch of our industry than he 
who actually produces the plants 
with which we all work.

lar honors to four “senior deans” of 
horticulture present. These were Dr. 
William Chandler, professor, emer- 
itus, of horticulture, University of 
California; William Hertrich, cura- 
tor, emeritus, of the Huntington 
Botanical Gardens; a gentleman who 
came to California in the 1890’s and 
established Evans and Reeves Nurs- 
eries, Hugh Evans. “And, finally,” 
he continued, “a man who at the 
turn of the century was given six 
months to live in Ontario, Canada, 
migrated to Ontario, Calif., and is 
now pushing 88, John S. Armstrong.” 

A letter of congratulations to Mr. 
Swim from the governor of Califor- 
nia, Goodwin J. Knight, who was 
unable to be present, was read by 
Mr. Evans. 

Outlining Mr. Swim’s background, 
Mr. Armstrong pointed out that he 
was born and raised in Oklahoma,

I 
can safely say that almost every 
rose garden extant contains some 
of his plants. 

“Furthermore,” he continued, 
“Herb has produced many outstand- 
ing fruit varieties that take more time 
and effort than creating rose win- 
ners. Some of the best are the 
peaches Bobolink, Altair and 
Springtime; and the nectarines 
Pioneer, Silver Lode and Panamint. 
During his career he has won five 
European gold medals, plus seven 
All-American awards — more than 
any other hybridizer.” 

Concluding, Mr. Armstrong said, 
“The purpose of this luncheon is to 
give the proper recognition to Herb 
in the southern California scene.” 

Another Trophy Presented 


Speaking on the impact that Mr. 
Swim has made on commerce, Mr. 
Meyberg said, “Herb has done an 
outstanding job for the people who 
promote and sell horticultural prod- 
ucts.” In presenting a special tro- 
phy to him. Mr. Meyberg said that 
he felt that there should be a Nobel 
prize for horticulture, all the 
world is interested in plants. “Should 
there be created such an award,” 
he said, “Herb, it surely would go 
to you.” 

As the representative from the wal- 
nut growers, Mr. Tesche described 
himself as a “refugee from the nut 
house.” He said that the chamber 
of commerce was interested in de- 
veloping new horticulture industries 
to replace the dwindling farms in 
southern California. “Keep up you 
good work, Herb,” he said, “and 
we will all bask in your glory.” 

While presenting the Bagatelle 
medal, Mr. Bertrand injected a side- 
light on the securing of the prize 
for the occasion. “Since the 1953 
trial’s medal would not arrive in 
time for this event,” he said, “I 
had to look about locally for a medal 
already awarded as a temporary sub- 
stitute. The only one I could find 
was one that had been given to 
Mr. Swim for the rose, Applause, 
in 1947.” 

In his acceptance comments, Mr. 
Swim warmly thanked the Arm- 
strong organization for the luncheon. 
“It is one of the nicest things ever 
done for me,” he said, “and frankly 
I’m overwhelmed. The area of per- 
sonal satisfaction in plant breeding 
is particularly rewarding to me, but 
even more, it affords me the chance 
of discovering new friends.”
